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Two of the cases of Diphtheria were t.ae.d to a probable origin tron 
Millo1ook, where the diseasé has oeen sonevhbat prevalent curing the 
late autuin and early winter. The ehannel was probably through the 
meeting ground of the Winpson school at which the first of tie cases 

~ attacked attende. It 1s a well known fact that during the presence 
Of an e€pidemiec of Diphtheria there are always a coOnsideraole oumabei of 
siighter eases of sore throat which are really the infection in a nik 
form and which attending sehool help to spread it amony others. These

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Influenza: appeared during the winter and spring of the year. During the 
first yuarter of the year it caused 4 deaths; during the other quar- 
ters three deaths, or cone in each quarter. The epidemic which was very 
Heneral in extént appeared to affect all parts of the district ecqgualh 
and séemed to differ from the pievious epidemics of the disease in its 
generally lighter character; its aftecting the throat, nose, and ears 
Of the patients, and the lessened proportion oi secondary chest conpl 
eation. The coinplaidt has reappeared during the present winter but an 
a still lightes form than before, 1 have not observed such high teper- 
atures 1 cOnnection with the eases, aor such svbseyuent depiession..m 
the whole 1 thidk that as far as this district is concerned,we inay 
take if as granted that the disease is taking a milder form with, eae! 
S€parate incidence. Certainly the duration of each case is distinctly 
Shorter, As the:e 13 00 means Of arriving at the exact Oiunmder of cases 
attacked the case mortality eannot ve ascertalied, I have ooserved in 
a smal aunber of cases of wadoubted Lifluenza a rash of a searlatini- 
TOim character not followed by desyuanatioi.

Puerperal fevei was reportec in two instances, Uie Of the reporten~Cta- 
ses died, The proper sanitary precautions were taken. The first case 
was reported on the ilth of June and the second on the 4th of August. 
both appeared to proceed from still-borm ehildren aid eOuseyuEnt pre- 
mature labour. No insanitary conditicus likely to have eavsed it were 
Giscovered,but the same nurse attended both eases. She may possibly 
have taken the infeetion fron oné to the cther,out as two months inter 
vened there does not seem to be any certainty. She was warned not to 
take any further eases without special permission. 
Whooping, ecOugh bas been very pievalenut during the second quarter of 
the year. 1t then caused 7 deaths. In all it caused 16 deaths. Un the 
oth of April I visited atl the Elementary schools and arranged with 
the superintendent; to watch for and send home aly case with suspicice

Measles was prevalent during the sumner and caused 6 deaths. The dis- 
€asé was mostly of a wild characte,. A tew isolated cases have renal 
éd appéaiiug in different parts of the distract throughout the autum, 
Phthisis eaused 20 deaths,and the allied Tubercular disease ii chilu- 
ren caused Iu detths. The latter ust often be helpea in its course by 
improper feeding.
